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THE  young  Italian  was  terribly  eager,  of  its  rehabilitation  program  for  the  war 
He  drank  in  every  tone  of  the  instruc-  blind,  adapted  training  methods  for  police 
tor’s  quiet  voice.

The  instructor  was  explaining  the  use  German  shepherd  dogs  for  intelligence  at 
of  the  queer-looking  handle,  how 
signals  were  given  through  it, 
and  what  the  responses  should  be. 

“Now,  the  first  thing  to  learn,”  he 
said,  “is  that  there  is  no  longer 
any  need  to  feel  your  way  along. 

I’ll  be  your  guide  until  you  get  the 
hang  of  it.  Step  right  out!”- 
To  restore  sight  to  the  incurably 
blind  is  beyond  the  powers  of  the 
greatest  of  surgeons,  but  we  can 
give  back  to  “those  who  walk  in 
darkness”  their  freedom  of  move¬ 
ment,  and,  better  still,  release 
them  from  their  constant  de¬ 
pendence  on  others.  This  minor 
miracle  has  been  achieved  for 
more  than  one  hundred  blind  men 
and  women  scattered  throughout 
the  United  States.  In  time  thou¬ 
sands  more  will  be  restored  to 
spheres  of  usefulness  and  more 
normal  living.  How?  By  the  in¬ 
telligent  and  willing  service  of 
German  shepherd  dogs  trained  by 
“The  Seeing  Eye.” 

Her  Master’s  Eyes 

It  is  hard  to  believe  but  the  dog 
is  educated  to  become  her  blind 
master’s  eyes.  She  walks  beside 
him,  suiting  her  pace  to  his, 
keeping  a  steady  pull  on  the  harness,  which 
has  a  short  and  semi-rigid  handle  through 
which  she  transmits  a  system  of  signals  to 
her  master. 

Skilfully  she  guides  him  around  any 
obstruction,  even  avoiding  awnings  or  hang¬ 
ing  signs  against  which  he  might  strike  his 
head. 

At  curbs  or  steps  she  sits  down  close  to 
the  edge  so  that  they  may  be  located  by 
cane  or  foot. 

If  the  street  is  clear  of  traffic,  she  leads 
him  across  carefully.  If  not,  she  holds  him 
on  the  .sidewalk  until  safety  is  assured. 

(In  the  five  years’  history  of  the  school 
there  has  never  been  a  serious  accident. 

The  few  minor  ones  were  caused  by  skid¬ 
ding  cars,  or,  as  in  one  case,  by  an  intoxi¬ 
cated  driver.) 

She  answers  promptly  to  the  commands 
“Forward,”  “Right,”  and  “Left,”  and  it  is 
by  these  commands  that  she  is  directed  by 
her  master  to  take  him  where  he  wants  to 
go.  He  merely  has  to  count  the  blocks  and 
turns  to  keep  bis  sense  of  direction. 

It  started  in  Germany  after  the  World 
War.  The  German  Government,  as  part

her  estate  in  Switzerland,  became  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  work,  and  wrote  an  article  about 
it  for  a  national  magazine.  A  friend  of  the 
blind  Morris  Frank  in  Nashville,  Tennessee, 
read  the  article  to  him  and  thereby  set  in 
motion  the  chain  of  circumstances  which 
brought  into  being  “The  Seeing  Eye.”  Mr. 
Frank  had  just  finished  his  course  of  study 
at  Vanderbilt  University  and  was  planning 
to  devote  himself  to  questions  pertaining 
to  the  blind.  He  decided  to  go  to  Switzer¬ 
land,  and  investigate  the  possibilities  of 
dog  guides.  He  took  the  training  course, 
and  returned  to  America  with  his  dog. 

.4  Strenuous  Ordeal 

Realizing  that  American  conditions  are 
more  trying  than  Eurojiean,  he  tested  his 
dog  in  various  large  cities,  in  the  heaviest 
of  traffic,  on  trains,  trolleys,  and  buses.  It 
was  a  strenuous  ordeal  for  a  young  man 
who  had  not  walked  alone  in  almost  five 
years,  Init  he  and  "Buddy”  came  through 
with  flying  colors.  Mr.  Frank’s  verdict 
was  and  is,  “Buddy  is  more  intelligent 
llian  I  am.  She  almost  does  my  thinking 
for  me.” 


Mr.  Frank’s  burpShg  desire  was  to  share 
this  new-found  independence.  He  per¬ 
suaded  Mrs.  Eustis  to  establish  a  training 
school  in  .America.  An  ideal  location  was 
found  quickly  in  a  50-acre  estate  near 
Morristown.  New  Jersey,  and,  in  1929, 
“The  Seeing  Eye”  began  its  work,  which, 
next  to  the  invention  of  braille,  many  con¬ 
sider  the  greatest  contribution  yet 
made  towards  lightening  the  bur¬ 
den  of  blindness. 

It  was  very  recently  tbe  writer’s 
good  fortune  to  accompany 
W.  H.  Ebeling,  director  of  tbe 
school,  on  a  mile  walk  through  the 
busy  streets  of  Morristown,  as  we 
followed  a  blind  student  and  his 
dog  on  their  appointed  daily  | 
round.  They  crossed  three  main  i 
thoroughfares  and  numerous  other  I 
street  intersections.  They  neatly! 
avoided  dawdling  pedestrians  and] 
obstructions  of  various  sorts. 
They  marched  briskly  up  and 
down  steep  and  poorly-paved  side 
streets.  It  was  all  done  at  a  brisk 
walking  pace,  with  no  trace  of  a 
stumble. 

Slow  Steps  Gone 

Gone  were  the  slow,  shuffling 
steps  and  tlie  constant  tapping,  I 
outstretched  cane!  It  might  have  I 
been  a  man  taking  bis  dog  for  its! 
daily  constitutional. 

This  smooth  performance,  how- 1 
ever,  was  the  result  of  four  months  I 
of  preparation,  three  months  dur- 1 
ing  which  the  dog  was  trained  I 
alone,  and  the  final  month  of  I 
joint  training  with  the  master  she  would! 
guide. 

Experiments  have  been  conducted  with  I 
many  breeds,  but  the  German  shepherd 
dog,  commonly  called  the  police  dog  in 
America,  has  been  found  to  be  the  most  | 
suitable,  because  of  the  combination  of  in¬ 
telligence,  size,  and  the  sense  of  responsi¬ 
bility  resulting  from  centuries  of  herding 
and  assisting  man  in  his  daily  work.  So 
far  only  female  dogs  have  been  used,  as 
they  usually  are  gentler  and  more  eager  to 
please. 

Dogs  enter  upon  their  training  at  four¬ 
teen  months,  at  which  time  they  have  at¬ 
tained  their  full  growth  and  left  puppy- 
hood  behind. 

It  would  be  hard  to  overvalue  what  "The 
Seeing  Eye”  does  for  the  blind  men  and 
women  who  come  to  it  for  help. 

Now  that  the  work  of  “The  Seeing  Eye” 
is  becoming  widely  known,  the  demands 
on  its  services  are  growing  prodigiously. 
Already  there  is  a  list  of  several  hundred 
applicants  patiently  awaiting  the  time  when 
the  school  will  be  able  to  enroll  them.

taining  the  best  of  the  original  dialog,  the 
cinema  has  managed  to  mold  the  central 
idea  of  the  play  into  a  pattern  of  nicely 
balanced  farcical  situations.  The  ponderous 
whim.sy  and  moral  philosophizing  of  Mr. 
Milne  are  strikingly  absent  from  the  film, 
which  is,  essentially,  a  gallery  of  satirical 
I)()rtraits. 

No  small  credit  for  the  neat  translation 
of  the  piece  from  stage  to  screen  must/go 
to  the  company.  Headed  by  the  fomner 
co-stars  of  "Cavalcade,”  Clive  Brool/  and 
Diana  Wynyard.  the  cast  always  is  assured 
and  fref|ucntly  brilliant.  As  the  egcentric 
and  wealthy  owner  of  an  estate/ outside 
London,  who  detains  eloping  couplts  to  per¬ 
mit  them  to  contemplate  the  sea/iier  sides 
of  romance  before  taking  irrepa/ahle  steps, 
Mr.  Brook  gives  a  splendidly  modulated 
performance  which  holds  the  mtire  motion- 
picture  within  its  frame.  Miys  Wynyard  is 
extremely  attractive  as  theAonng  woman 
who  abandons  one  elopemeyt  only  to  go  off 
on  a  new  one  with  the  hero  of  the  story 
and  Billie  Burke,  Reginald  Owen,  and  Alan 
Mowbray  are  excellent  a*  the  other  partici¬ 
pants  in  the  muddled  matrimonial  relation¬ 
ships  which  motivate  me  plot.  J.  Walter 
Ruben  has  staged  the  ^Im  handsomely  and 
resourcefully. 

At  an  opposite  poltf  from  the  higli  comedy 
of  “Where  Sinners  Meet”  is  Now  I’ll  Tell 
All,  liy  Mr.s.  Ariimd  Kolhstoiii  (AAA). 
Ostensibly  woven  ofit  of  the  sensational  ca¬ 
reer  and  violent  death  of  one  of  New  York’s 
most  notorious  gamblers,  the  work  belies 
its  sensational  title.  At  the  hands  of  Edwin 


Burke,  adapter,  director,  and  dialog-wriRr 
of  the  oflering,  it  becomes  a  sharply  out¬ 
lined  and  colorful  portrait  of  a  man /ob¬ 
sessed  with  a  desire  for  power  thraugh 
money  and  achieving  that  end  by  ganrolirlg 
on  anything  from  the  flip  of  a  coin  to  ja 
crooked  prize-fight.  As  a  biography  jif 
Arnold  Rothstein.  it  leaves  much  to  be  de¬ 
sired,  but  as  a  picture  of  the  fring^  of  a  big 
metropolis’s  under-world  it  is  an  effective 
and  exci^ng  melo- 
!.  VWk  drama. 

Spender  Tracy  does 
one  oy  his  finest  jobs 
of  aenng  in  the  work, 
kee/ing  the  central 
cli/racter  both  cred¬ 
ible  and  in  a  measure 
Sympathetic.  As  a  ri- 
i  val  gambler  who  be¬ 
comes  his  assassin  in 
the  climax,  Robert 
Gleckler  is  suavely 
evil  and  Alice  Faye  is 
extremely  proficient 
as  a  blonde  torch- 
singer.  The  acting 
throughout  would 
be  a  credit  to  any 
screen  production. 
The  fact  remains, 
however,  that  it  is  Mr. 
Burke’s  canny  ar¬ 
rangement  of  mate¬ 
rial/  hisVelection  of  pungent  speech  for 
thS charaeVrs,  and  his  expert  staging  which 
ie  a  famikjar  plot  distinction.
